Boston, March 28.—Just when

“This apartment is rented for 
family of persons, and for each 
additional person in the family the 
rent shall automatically imcrease 
$10 per month.” ! 

To all intents end purposes, this 
is putting a fine on parents who 
have children, and aroused city and 
state officials were threatening 
Monday to take drastic action 
against landlords daring to insert 
such clauses. It is. po‘nted out that 
a family presented with triplets in 
these apartments would be very 
much out of luck, though unjustly 
so, with a $30 rent increase. 

Concillor Ford introduced an or- 
der Monday which the city council 
passed unanimously, calling or. the 
city’s rent and housing committee 
to take the matter up with the cor- 
poration council. 

Herbert Ellis, of the rent and 
housing committee, advised tenants 
not to sign the leaseg until legal 
advice had been obta'ned.

Charged With Killing 
Five of His Family,South

Florence, 8S! C., March 28.—Ed- 
mund Bigham, charged with killing 
five members of his family at: Pam- 
plico over financial trodbles, was 
convicted of murder by:a jury here 
today and was sentenced to dle in 
the electric chair at Columbia be- 
tween the hours of 10 ang 2 o’clock, 
Friday, April &, 

After passing sentence, Judge R. 
W. Memminger, presiding, overruled 
a motion for a new trial and A. L. 
King, of counsel for the defense, 
announced he would appeal. Mr. 
King, tn his plea for a new trial, 
asserted that previous to the trial 
one of the members of the jury had 
declared he would like to see Big- 
ham burned. Mr. King had also 
asked for delay in arguing his mo- 
tion for a new trial before Judge 
Memminger, but this was denied. 

Protests Innmecence. 

Bigham turned pale when the 
verdict was read and his face lost 
the smile that it had worn during 
the trial, but when asked what he 
had to say before being sentenced, 
he leaned forward from the dock 
ani in a clear and unshaken voice. 
rerlied: i. 

‘Nothing; except that I am inno- 
cent. I know nothing of how that 
crime was committed. That is the 
truth, so help me God!” 

“That's all I have to say,” con- 
tinued Bigham, who was charged 
with shooting his mother, brother, 
sister and the latter’s two adopted 
children. “I wish my mother could 
come down and tell how that thing 
happened. I wish that little boy’ 
had lived when I asked Dr. W. H. 
Poston to save his life. He would 
have told the sdme things my wife 
and I told.

10 BE ENLARGED 


Senator Harris Hopes to 
Get at Least $1,000,000 


| for U. S. Public Health 


Institution Here. 


ADDITION WILL GIVE 
500 BED CAPACITY 


Several Thousand Former 

Veterans Are Now on 
Waiting List in South- 
eastern District. 


The United States Public Health 
hospital in Atlanta employed 
at “present not only as one 
of -the general hospitals for 
the treatment of sick and 
wounded ex-setvice men, but also a 
clearing house for the scutheastern 
headquarters of the government’s 
public health service, will probably 
be quadrupled in size in the near 
future under the provisions of the 
hospital appropriation item in the 
sundry civil bill passed just before 
congress adjourned on March 4. 

The hospital appropriation for 


the United States, for additions and'| 


improvements to soldier hospitals 
already owmed by the government, 
was $18,500,000, this -Ttem thaving 
been placed in the sundry civil bill 
by Senator Harris, of Georgia, when 
the bill reached the upper house, In 
that provision ten hospitals 
throughout the country were speci- 
fied, the Atlanta public health in- 
stitution being one of them. When 
the bill went back to the house from 
conference, in the last hours of 
the session, it was deemed wise by 
that body to eliminate all mention 
of the specific hospitals to be im- 
proved and enlarged, thence the ap- 
propriation was made, leaving it 
to the discretion of the public health 
department as to the specific dis- 
bursements for enlargements. 
Plan Enlargements. 

Senator Harris was in the mean- 
time informed by the department 
that the enlargement of the Atlanta 
Plant to one of the leading institu- 
tions of the kind in America was 
not only contemplated but would 
be made, the government now own- 
ing in fee simple the Atlanta plant. 

Looking to this development, 
therefore, Senator Harris, who was 
in Atlanta Monday, en route from 
north Georgia to central and south 
Georgia, spent the afternoon at the 
Atlanta plant, accompanied by Ma- 
jor Lightner, ' executive officer of 
the Fifth district division of the 
public health service, which is also 
located in Atlanta. 

In this visit the senator not only 
talked with the inmafes, but also 
made a thorough inspection of the 
institution and the ground, with a 
view to discussing with the depart- 
ment the enlargements to be made 
upon his return to Washington. 

“It is one of the most magnifi- 
cently managed plants of the kind 
I have visited,” said the senator, 
“and the boys who are under treat- 
ment there could not speak too 
highly of Major W. C. Sheeley, the 
medical officer in charge, and the 
remainder of the staff, and of the 
excellent attention given to them. 

“Few people really know that the 
government owns and maintains 
this large and exceptionally well- 
equipped institution in Atlanta, one 
of the finest plants in the Fifth 

strict. It is now a 100-bed ca- 
pacity plant and we ‘hope, out of 
the $18,500,000 for hospital devel- 
opements, to get not less than $1,- 
000,000 for Atijanta, so that a 400- 
bed capacity, including the néces- 
sary auxiliary appointments, may 
be added, giving the completed 
pliant a capacity of 500 beds, Which 
will make it one of the largest in 
the United States.” 

Many Ex-Serice Men. 

In the southeastern district there 
are today several thousand ex-serv- 
ice men in the hospitalization 
waiting lists, the government not 
having sufficient capacity to care 
for the demand. Several hospitals 
are being operated in this district, 
most of them, however, in leased 
buildings with only temporary and 
unsatisfactory conditions. This 
is the reason that the appropria- 


tion was made for enlarging the 


government-owned plants so that no 
Patient should lack the. full and 
adequate facilities, including light, 
air, sanitation, equipment, etc., that 
are roid in the government- 
own plants. :

North Georgia Apples 
May Be Badly Damaged. 
Only Very Severe Weath- 
er Will Hurt Peaches. 


FROST IN ATLANTA 
IS ALMOST CERTAIN 


Temperature to Drop to 
28 by Wednesday. 


Eastern Storms. 


While the apple crop of north 
Georgia was. Monday reported in 
serious danger in the teeth of the 
cold wave, which is sweeping 
downward through the state, re- 


| ports from the peach sections of 


the state received by The Consti- 
tution showed that a tevere frost 
will be necessary to damage the 
fruit crops there. 

For this time of the year, it was 
pointed out, peaches are unusually 
far advanced, and it is a fact that 
weather 15 degrees colder is nec- 
essary to kill the young peaches 
than ewhen they are in the bud 
state. 

Fort Valley and Americus report 
that heavy frost of considerable du- 
ration can alone producé any great 
damage, and one of the cities re- 
ported that unseasonable weather 
would be rather welcomed in view 
of the fact that it would rid the 
trees of insects, which are more 
numerous than normally because 
of the warm weather hitherto pre- 
veiling. 

Apple Men Worrted,. 

On the-other band, apple mew in 
north Georgia were nervously 
watching the developments of the 
promised frigid snap, for the tem- 
perature in that section is slated 
for its lowest drop and the fruit 
is in the stage in which it can suf- 
fer damage easily. 

Some opinions were that the ap- 
ple crop is doomed if the cold wave 
proves as severe as is predicted. 
Following the rain of Monday, the 
temperature is expected to drop as 
low as 28 degrees by Wednesday 
morning, and the frost which is ex- 
pected to accompany the decline is 
expected to reappear Wednesday. 

This announcement also caused 
widespread consternation among 
the ranks of professional and am- 
ateur truck gardeners, all of whom 
have been congratulating them- 
selves on the fact that they had 
successfully started a crop of veg- 
etables which in normal seasons 
they would have planted a month 
later. 

Beans and other early vegetables 
which have shown promise of sup- 
plying the family larder during the 
early summer, Monday e6eeemed to 
be marked victims of the promised 
frost, and every indication was that 
home and truck gardens would have 
to be replanted in entiety. 

“The northern section of the 
state, with its apple crop, will 
probably be the worst sufferer,”

Gain From Corporate Se- 
curities, Corporate As- 
sets or Realized Increase 
in Investment Value 
Ruled Taxable. 


DECISION TO SETTLE 
MANY PENDING CASES 


Hearings “Advanced on 
Three Other Important 
Tax Problems—Amount 
Involved Unknown. 


Washington, March 28.—Three 
sweeping victories were won by the 
government today in the supreme 
court interpretation of the term “in- 
come” for the assessment of taxes 
under the income and excess profit 
act. 

The court held that any gain de- 
rived from corporate securities, or 
corporate assets, and any increase 
in the value of a capita) investment, 
when realized, is taxable as income. 
In each case the opinion was in- 
dorsed by the entire court. 

Solicitor General Frierson, who 
Was present to hear the opinions 
read, interpreted them as unhold- 
ing in every particular, the conten- 
tions of the government. He be- 
lieved elimination of problems in- 
volved in cases decided today would 
go far toward relieving the treas- 
ury department of inconveniences it 
has euffered as a result of multi- 
angled tax, litigation facing it for 
thé past year. No estimate could 
be obtained tonight as to the amount 
in dollars and cents affected by the 
court’s action. "7 

Hearings Advanced. 

Apparently with a view of early 
clearing the docket of all impor- 
tant tax questions, the court before 
recessing until April 11, advanced 
to that date hearing of arguments 
in the insurance dividend case, the 
corporation reorganization case and 
the inheritance tax case. The first 
involves taxation of dividends ap- 
plied as the partial payment to in- 
surance premiums, the second ap- 
plying to stock received from the 
reorganization of a corporation—in 
this case the DuPont Powder com- 
pany, and the last, whether inher- 
itance taxes can be deducted from 
taxable income. 


They “Key .case” selected by the 


court for decision today was the 
appeal brought by the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, as trus- 
tee of the estate of Arthur Ryer- 
son, of Chicago, from decisions of 
Illinois courts upholding assess- 
ments levied by internal revenue of- 
ficials upon profits realized through 
the sale of certain trust assets. In- 
cluded in the trust fund were 9,500 
shares of stock in Joseph T. Ryer- 
son & Son, a corporation, which 
were valued at $561,000 on March 1, 
1913, but which were sold in 1917 
for $1,680,000. Collection of a tax 
on the difference in value between 
March, 1913, and the date of sale, 
as income, was upheld by the court 
in the decision rendered today. 
Word Defined. 

The word ‘income” was defined 
by the supreme court in a case un- 
der the corporation excise tax act 
of 1909, Justice Clarke said, as “a 
gain derived from capital, from la- 
bor or from either combined.” 

“This definition, frequently ap- 
proved by this court,” the opinion 
continued, “received an addition in 
the latest income tax decision (Bis- 
ner vs. Macomber) which is espe- 
Gjally significant in its applica- 
tion in such a case as we have here. 
The definition was then to read: 
‘Income may be defined as a gain 
derived from capital, from labor 
or from both combined, provided it 
be understood to include profits 
gained through salg or conversion 
of capital assets.’ 

“It ig obvious that unless this def- 
inition be modified it rules the case 
at bar. and notwithstanding the ar- 
guments heard in this case we con- 
tinue entirgly satisfied with that 
definition. Since the fund so taxed 
was th® amount realized from the 
sale of stock in 1917, less the cap- 
ital investment as of March 1, 1913, 
it is palpable that it wagda ‘gain or 
profit,” ‘produced by’ or ‘derived 
from’ that investment and thereby

APPEALS FOR PAY 
RAIDED DISMISSED 
BY LABOR BOARD 


Board Refuses Increased 
Wages to Workers on 
Sixty-Seven ‘Short Lines’ 
Throughout Country. 


MANY GEORGIA LINES 
AFFECTED BY RULING 


Employees,and Roads 
Have Right to Continue 
on Conferences on 
Wages and Conditions. 


Chicago, March 28.—The United 
States railway labor board today 
dismissed appeals for increased 
wages filed with it last fall by 
fifteen railway labor unions against 
sixty-seven “short lines” through- 
out the couritry. 

Shirt lines which accepted for 
their men the terms of, the $600,- 
000,000 wage award of last July 
will not be privileged to go back 
te the old scale, under today’s ac- 
tion, however she announcement of 
board saying: ; 

“This decision shall not be con- 
sidered ag affecting any wage in- 
crease now in effect nor any agree- 
ment regarding wages between any 
of.the carriers and their employees.” 

Affects Four Thousand, 

The board’ decision affects ar- 
proximately four thousand em- 
ployees. The railroads inSolved are 
in general remote from large cities 
and provide service for small com- 
munities located in nearly every 
state. Because of the varying kinds 
of work performed by the employees 
the board declared it found it “im- 
practicable to decide on the evi- 
dence submitted what are reason- 
able wages for the varying work 
under infinitely varying conditions,” 
by the employees. 

The decision points out that there 
are under consideration by the 
board several hundred grievances 
which should be determined by the 
boards of adjustments if such boards 
were in existence. It also pointed 
out the diverse kinds of work done 
by the employees was unclassified 
and, tgerefore, that it actually was 
imposs ite to understate the need 
for stand&rdization of rules upon 
which to base a wage award.

Covington, Ga., March 28.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—-With Jasper and Newton 
cvuunties gradually assuming a nor- 
mal condition after the recent star- 
tling discovery of eleven negro 
bodies on the Williams’ plantation 
and adjacent rivers, Solicitor-Gen- 
eral A. M. Brand, orf the Stone 
Mountain circuit, made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt today to have John 
S. Williams, under indictment in 
connection with the murders, placed 
on trial Thursday, while it was an- 
nounced the grand jury of Newton 
county would tomorrow start an in- 
vestigation of a plot to arraign the 
whites here against the negroes. 

When Solicitor Brand moved to 
set the trial of Williams on next 
Thursday, Greene Johnson, counsel 
for the defendant, immediately ob- 
jected on the ground of insufficient 
time for preparation, and Judge 
John B. Hutcheson upheld the ob- 
jection. This postponement, 
ever, does not meag that. Williams 
will not be placed, on trial until 
July, for the judge stated to The 
Constitution after. adjournment for 
the day that should an emergency 
arise or other good reasons be ad- 
vanced, a special term would be 
catied to try the case. 

Probe Threatening Letters. 
The decision of the grand jury 

to go into a thorough investiga- 
tion of the receipt of a number of 
threatening notes by white people, 
warning them to beware of a negro 
uprising, was reached after con- 
Siderable excitement was caused 
here Sunday night and the reported 
confession of one of the membérs of 
the alleged conspiracy. While no 
official announcement has _ been 
made of the confession of the man. 
who is said to be white, it. was 
charged that the notes informing 
citizens that the negroes would at- 
tempt to “wipe out several sections 
of the county.” were sent to arouse 
resentment against the blacks.

Berlin, March 28.—Red_ revolt, 
which the government had appar- 
ently considered crushed in central 
Germany, has flamed up through the 
Ruhr district and is running wild 
through the territory now held by 
the allied troops of occupation. 

Battles have been fought in five 
cities of this zone, between the 
safety police and armed communists. 
Fourteen men were killed at Essen 
and forty-six were wounded, Nu- 
merous deaths are reported from 
Dortmund, 

The communists are now in con- 
trol of the railway lines running 
from Dusseldorf—one of the three 
cities seized under the recent deci- 
sion of the allied council at Lon- 
don—to Cologne and to Elberfeld. 

Martinl Law Declared. 

Martial law has been declared at 
Dusseldorf and Muenster. 

The affected oajties are 
home of the great Krupp gun 
works; Mettemann, Velbert, Hom- 
born and Dortmund, the most seri- 
ous clashes taking place in the first 
named city. 

Berlin is still quiet, but the popu- 
lation and government are appre- 
hensive. The police have establikh-

POLICE CONTROL 


CENTRAL GERMANY. 
Halle, Germany, March 28&.—Elsle- 
ben is quiet and the town is under 


control of the police. Reports from 
Bitterfeld say the authorities have 
suppressed the revolt. The only 
fighting has been near Sangerhau- 
gen, where a workmen’s armored 
train was held up and an engage* 
ment ensued, a few men eing 
killed or+wounded. 

The workmen still have the upper 
hand in Leuna, the police showing 
no intention of tie yre J them for 
fear they will fulfill their threat to 
blow up the factories there. At 
Halle the situation is quiet, this be- 
ing due, according to the police, to 
postponement of communist plans, 
whieh provided for the capture of 
the surrounding towns first. The 
intention then was to march into 
Halle and gain control of the strat- 
egic and industrial center of the 
whole province. The police are not 
et ready to 5 4 that the commun- 
st movement as failed and are 
atill nervous over the outlook. Con- 
ditions, however, are such that it 
is generally believed the police are 
in a position to enforce the law. 


Search for Russians. 


Later in the day Halle was cut 
off from virtually every line of 


the police, who instituted rigorous 
control of all activities in an effort 


to check agitation by alleged Rus- 


sian bolsheviki, whom they say are 
numerous here. No telephoning was 
permitted except in German. The 
streets were ordered cleared at 9 
Pp. m. and no vehicles were permit- 
ted to go beyond the city limits. 

Congregation in the streets of 
more than three persons was forbid- 
den, and there were wholesale ar- 
rests of suspects. The Associated 
Press correspondent and two other 
American reporters and one Eng- 
lishman who had been frequently 
investigated, were placed under ar- 
rest for the second time while en- 
tering the security police adminis- 
tration headquarters, where they 
had been a number of times. They 
were sent to district police head- 
quarters under guard and examined 
for three hours. 

; Correspondents Searched. 

The papers of the newspaper men 
were scrutinized for suspected for- 
geries, their speech was examined 
for signs of the Russian accent and 
their opinions were solicited to de- 
termine if they had radical sympa- 
thies. Whev they entered the room, 
conversing in English, a resplend- 
ently-uniformed sergeant, with 
monocle, cidsely clipped hair and 
upturned moustache, called out 
sternly: “Speak German here.” The 
correspondents, paying no attention 
to this order, a young officer ap- 
peared and said: “Follow me.” 

“Who are you?’ he was asked, 
and he replied, tapping his chest: 

“Here I am: follow me.” 

The correspondents followed and 
were subjected to a cross-examina- 
tion Tegarding other newspaper 
men who were reported to have 
made bolshevist speeches. Finally 
they were permitted to proceed on 
their way when the German au- 
thorities weer convinced they had 
no intention to act as agents of the 
enemy and that they were not bol- 
shevik propagandists.

A. Gwinn, who is charged with 
the murder of Charlie Dorséy, the 
taxi driver whose body was found 
with two bullet holes in it oh South 
Boulevard Tuesday morning, sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

The Johnson woman’ washed for 
the Gwinns for several weeks, ac- 
cording to her story. She stated 
that Monday night she went to the 
|}home, 48 Carnegie way, to get some 
clothes to wash for the baby and 
that Mrs. Gwinn asked her to stay 
inthe house with her til her hus- 
band camein. The ne stated that 
Gwinm came in laté and seemed 
much disturbed, put a pistol down 
on the table. The regro says that 
She said: “Mr. Gwinn, that shore 
do look like a little pistol.” and he 
replied: “It might be Little, but it 
sure could shoot.” 

“Had to Get Driver.’ 

The next afternoon—Tuesday— 
according to her story, she came to 
bring back the clothes, and Mrs. 
Gwinn asked her if she had heard 
about a taxi driver being killed. 
She replied that she did not read 
the papers and had not heard any- 
thing about it. The negro stated 
that Mrs. Gwinn then told her that 
her husband had said that he had 
“had to get a taxi driver,” and 
showed the negro woman a vest, 
which had been badly torn, and 
which Mrs. Gwinn was mending, 
telling her that she had to sew it 
up: that “her husband had done 
that last night.” 

The negro woman has been in 
the emplov of the Wright family 
for a long time, and Mr. Wright, a 
government agent, telephoned Plen- 
nie Miner, special investigator, and 
told him he would-go with him to 
his house and let the woman tell 
him the story as she had told it to 
the Wrights several days ago. 

Several clews have been investi- 
gated since the findin= of the body, 
but have not been as promising as 
those upon which the investigators 
are now working. The first infor- 
mation given which caused the ar- 
rest of the prisoner came from Mrs. 
Rhodes. a sister of Mrs. Gwinn, ac- 
cording to the officers. 


Information Furnished. 


Plennie Miner, special investiga- 
tor for Solicitor Boykin, in explain- 
ing why he had arrested Gwinn, 
now in the Tower, said that a Mrs. 
Rhodes, 112 Powers street, sister 
of Gwinn’s wife, had come to his 
office, accompanied by J. C. Turner, 
employed at the city waterworks, 
and had given the information. 

Gwinn went to his home late on 
the night of the murder and, in a 
very excited frame of mind, eaid to 
his wife: “I had to kill a_ taxi 
driver,” according to Mr. Miner, 
who said Mrs .Rhodes told him that 
her sister Mrs. Gwin, had made the 
admisssion to her. 

Mrs. Rhodes stated that Mrs. 
Gwinn later denied tht statements 
she is alleged to have made, and 
denied that her hsband had said 
that he had to kill a taxi @rivsr. 

Catherine Rowe, of 56 Garnett 
street. declared to Gwinn's 
sweetheart, was still detined at-the 
Tower as a material witness. She 
denied that she was out with the 
prisoner on March 1. the night 9 
the murder, nd disclaims any 
knowldewe of the affair 

Roy Clark, who is said t> rent the 
house at 56 Garnett strect. and to 
have sublet rooms to Gwinn andthe 
Howe woman. is also heli as a ma- 
terial witness. 

Clark admitted that he was with 
Gwinn on the night of the killing. 
but said he knew notihng of the 
slaying of Dorsey. He said he 
played pool with Gwinn that night 
in a downtown billiard parior, and 
left him about 8:30 or 9 9’ciock.

Governor Dorsey, according to in- 
formation received here, has defi- 
nitely decided to send either Attor- 
ney-General RR. A. Denny or As- 
sistant Attorhey-General Graham 
Wright to Jasper county to aid in 
the investigation, and is expected 
issue orders for the —— of 
the grand jury.

“Friday afternoon Governor Dor- 
sey called me over the telephone, 
stating warrants had been issued 
from a municipal court in Atlanta

groes, and asking if I would order 
the Williams sons carried to the 
Fulton county jail for safe keep- 
ing. I stated to the governor that 
I would not have jurisdiction of 
the cases under the law, unless the 
warrants had been issud by me, or 
they had been bound over to the 
superior court. 

“IT stated to the governor that 
after the arrests were effected and 
it appeared that the safe keeping 
of the prisoners required such ac- 
tion, and I had the lawful author- 
ity to do so, 1 would pass such an 
order upon a proper application be- 
ing made for it. 

“Tt informed the governor that I 
would do my full duty to the end 
that the law is upheld and vindi- 
cated. I went to Monticello Satur- 
day and learned there that there 
had been no arrést of the three 
sons of Williams; and reliable in- 
formants advised me that there 
was no evidence to connect the sons 
with the homicides of the negroes. 

“T also was informed by the law- 
abidin citizens of Jasper county 
that the killings were condemned 
to the fullest and the active and 
earnest co-operation of the people 
would be had by the court to the 
end that the law is vindicated and 
the guilty person or persons are 
brought to justice. 


Ask Special Session. 


“These citizens requested that a 
special session of court be oalled 
so the matter can be fully investi- 
gated as early as possible. Friday 
afternoon I received the first au- 
thentic information that the homi- 
cides were committed in the Oc- 
mulgee circuit. 

“I called Governor Dorsey last 
night and apprised him of my visit 
to Monticello, and that five bodles 
had been found in Jasper county, 
and that I was ready to hold a spe- 
cial term of court at such time as 
he might suggest, to the end that 
the homicides might be fully inves- 
tigated without delay. I assured 
him that the court would have the 
full co-operation of the good people 
of the county in conducting the in- 
vestigation. 

“T expect to hear from the gov- 
ernor this week with a suggestion 
as to a special term. 

“T will say that, under the laws 
of Georgia, the power to remove 
prisoners from one jail to another 
is vested in the sheriffs. 

“However, I would not hesitate 
upon proper application, where 
jurisdiction is had, to order prison- 
ers to another jail if the necessities 
of the situation warrant it.

ahue was subsequently arrested in 
New York, and charged with being 
the bandit. 

Forty witnesses, some of whom 
reside in New York and other dis- 
tant cities, have been subpoenaed 
for the trial, which is expected to 


consume at least two more days. | 


More than half of the witnesses will 
testify for the prosecution. 


Alibi May Be Offered. 


It was stated Monday that the 
defendant, who is represented by 
Attorney William Schley Howard, 
will attempt to establish an alibi 
which would prove that he was not 
even in the state of Georgia on the 
night of the crime.

According to Widener’s state 
ment, which was corroborated by 
Craie’s testimony, Donahue inform- 
ed them, when he climbed onto the 
running board, that he was a g£0v- 


ernment officer, and would produce 


his credentials. With that, it was 
testified, he drew a revolver from 
one pocket, and an automatic from 
another, and placed them against 
the ribs of the two men.

Following Donahue’s instructions, 
Craig and Widener testified they 
drove several miles beyond Spell- 
man seminary: Arriving in a se- 
cluded place, they stated, Donahue 
bound them hand and foot, and then 
robbed the sacks and left.

Morris Reuben were speakers 
the Monday sessions of the confer- 
ence. 

Tonight, Dr. Morkan will speak 
on “The Finality Biblical Au- 
thority.” He will occupy the pulpit 
at the 11 o’clock services this morn- 
ing. Rev. Mr. Reuben will speak 
at 2 o’clock, followed at 3 o’clock 
by Dr. Dixon, whose subject will 
be “World Movements in the Light 
of the Bible.” 

World Growing Better. 

Speaking Monday afternoon, Dr. 
Dixon declared that the world is 
growing better. 

“There is more truth in the world 
today than ever before.“ There is 
more light in the world today than 
ever before. Those who receive the 
truth and the light are growing bet- 
ter and better. Those who reg@ct 
the truth and the light are grow- 
ing worse and worse, and this 
process will continue antil the end,” 
he asserted. 

Dr. Dixon was speaking on “The 
Second Coming of Christ,” his final 
lecture in the series of discourses 
he has delivered since the Bible 
conference began, on the incarna- 
tion of God in Christ. The second 
coming of Christ, he stated, is the 
consummation of the incarnation. 

No man has a right to set the 
timé of the second coming of 
Christ, the hour, the day, the cen- 
tury or the millennium, asserted 
the speaker, quoting from the Bible 


to show that no one but God knows, | 


even Christ not having knowledge 
of the date of His second advent on 
the earth. 

Expresses Impatience. 

The person who has turned to 
God and is walting the second com- 
ing of Christ is three-thirds of a 
Christian, he told his hearers. He 
expressed his impatience with those 
who are constantly wanting to die 
and go to heaven. 

“God pity the n who wants to 
die,” he said. “God pity the woman 
who wants to die. It’s a temptation 
to some one to pray that the desire 
might be gratified. 

“The man or the woman who is 
looking for the second coming of 
Christ doesn’t want to die. They 
are cheery and happy and want to 
live.” 

Dr. Dixon expressed the belief that 
Christ is not coming to reign over 
His people, but to reign with His 
people. He asserted that he would 
like to see Elijah made prime min- 
ister in this kingdom, Moses the 
supreme court judge and Paul made 
superintendent of instruction, and 
“let him preside over the Universi- 
ty of Chicago and over the Meth- 
odist colleges.” He said that a re- 
porter after hearing him say these 
things once went away and quoted 
him as having expressed the wish 
that in the kingdom of the second 
coming Noah be appointed as ad- 
miral of the navy and Joshua as 
general of the army.

It is essential in examining the 
question to bear in mind that the 
plebiscite, itself, was. not organized 


‘| with a view to treating the whole 


Upper Silesia as a unit. but of de- 
termining what portions of the re- 
gion desired to remain German and 
portions prefered to become Polish. 
With this evidence ian hand the al- 
lied powers were to proceed to a 
drawing off the new frontier Dbe- 
tween Poland and Germany. 


In the whole region of Upper Si- 
lesia there were a number of dis- 
tricts which were certain to go-to 


Germany because a majority of their 
population were German. 

Quite in . the way there 
were other’ districts, adjoin- 
ing Polish frontier and actually 
constituting the southeastern corner 
of Silesia, which from time immemo- 
rial had been Polish in character. 
Precisely in these districts are the 
great coal, and zinc mines. Here 
the single question to be determin- 
ed was whether the Polish majority 
preferred German or Polish rule. 

And the vote has demonstrated 
that the Polish majority prefer to be 
Polish, in Pless and Rybnik, two 


districts carefully omitted from the 
preliminary figures published by 
the Germans, the Polish majori- 
ty was enormous. Later returns 
have also indicated Polish majori- 
ties in Kattowitz, in Beuthen and in 
Tarnowitz. Konigshuette is the 
sole district in this region which 
has returned a German majority. 


Poles’ Case Strong. 
But the Polish case is even strong- 
er than the statistics, for the Ger- 
man vote rests upon the city pop- 


ulations, where there had been a 
great importation of German voters 
and where the population is made 
up of German immigrants. In real- 
ity the majority, aside from this 
alien population has been decisive 
in all of the mineralized triangle, 
which was the real prize fought for. 

It lies within the power of the 
great powers to disregard the de- 
cision of the voters of the Polish 
corner of Upper Silesia and turn 
them. back to a German tyranny, 
which will take its revenge. But 
this would amount to having in- 
vited the Poles in this region to 
declare themselves in advance, that 
‘Germany, when she resumed con- 
trol, might know those in the pop- 
ulation to dispose of at once. Some- 
thing like this happened in Alsace 
in the early days of the war, when 
French troops penetrated into Mul- 
house, were forced to retire and 
then the French sympathizers who 
had welcomed them were shot by 
the Germans. 


If there is any merit in the pleb- 
iscite method, if there is any. vir- 


tue in the doctrine of self-determ!- 
nation, the great powers will*now 


have no choice but to recognize the 
| Poligh character of the upper cor- 
ner of Silesia, which has been Po- 
lish in character since the begin- 
ning of history. Had a majority of 
these Poles preferred German rule, 
as the Germans claimed, then the 
course would have been easy and 
simple. But they have shown their 
preference, they Have demonstrated 
that more than six centuries of sep- 
aration from Poland have not 
changed their sence of racial unity. 


Germany’s Argument. 
It is patent that the economic ar- 
gument will be worked to its ut- 
most by the Germans, who will 


claim that all of Silesia is a unit 
and that allied chance of obtaining 
reparations in large amount depends 
upon the continuance of German 
rule in Silesia, If the former ar- 
gument is debatable the latter is 
not. But the allies can only obtain 
their pound of flesh in this case by 
sacrificing the Poles of Upper Sile- 
sia and the adoption of such a poli- 
cy will merely mean following the 
old and evil Balkan tradition and 


edent. 

In any event, one fact is quite 
clear, conceded even by the Ger- 
mans, whose apprehensions gin the 
lie to their propaganda elation, what 
portion of Upper Silesia, which con- 
tains the coal and zinc deposits has 
gone Polish, despite the presence 
in the cities of an alien popula- 
tion, a portion of it recruited for 
the election, a large fraction repre- 
senting a*migration due to the in- 
dustrial exploitation. The whole of 
the rural, that is the fixed popu- 
lation, has voted Polish by very 
great majorities. 

As a matter of policy, of self-in- 
terest, as a circumstance in the res- 
toration of economic order in cen- 
tral Europe, the great powers may 
decide to return Upper Silesia to 
Germany, although even here there 
are certain districts, whose over- 
whelming vote for Poland can hard- 
ly be disregarded. But as a mat- 
ter of justice, as a recognition of 
the will of the majority of the peo- 
ple concerned, the allies can only 
give to Poland the border districts, 
which happen to contain the things 
which the Germans are anxious to 
retain. 

Poland has just consented to the 
submission of the Lithuanian dis- 
pute to arbitration, months ago, she 
did the same as to Teschen and 
suffered thereby. She has just sign- 
ed a peace with Russia which 
brings an end to disorder in eastern 
Furope. In the face of these evi- 
dences of a willingness to submit 
herself to world judgment, it Is 
inconceivable that her western al- 
lies and protectors will now aban- 
don her, when her claim to a por- 
tion of Upper Silesia has been es- 
tablished beyond dispute, save by 
the German. 

Tf all of Silesia is restored to Ger- 
many, then one:might as well aban- 
don all the liberal principles which 
have been proclaimed for so many 
years and recognize that self inter- 
est alone dominate in world af- 
fairs and that the interests of the 
weak, the rights of the less strong, 
must always yield to the interests 
or, as the German would say, the 
“necessities’’ of the strong

A fat woman who had asked me 
to tell her how she might reduce 
her weight safely wrote again a 
month later to say that it was so 
hard to eat a little less and so hard 
to constime any reasonable propor- 
tion of the fuel she stoked, or, as 
she put it, isn’t there something 
one can just take or rub on, with- 
out the awful agony of exercise and 
regulation of one’s diet? ad 

Some folks commonly considered 
lazy are in reality sick. Yet there 
is considerable indolence of a 
purely volitional character. Most 
fat folks have a touch of it. Not 
the extreme cases obesity so 
much as the incipient or milder 
cases, those in which the victim is 
probably the last to notice the in- 
sidious accumulation of slacker 
teu. What slight justification 
there may be for the stigma attach- 
ed to undue corpulency rests on the 
fact that the victim fails to disci- 
Pline his habits of eating and ex- 
ercise. 

Everybody knows that a horse 
may be kept in proper conditon by 
an intelligent management of the 
horse’s work or exercise and feed. 
The man who feeds his horse too 
generously and works the animal 
too little is laughed at when the 
horse develops obesity. What the 
human animal needs is a little horse 
Sense. 

Too many thousands of our wom- 
en nowadays sidestep most of the 
house work and at the same time 
consider themselves too old, too 
sickly, too tired or too busy to 
engage in any kind of athletic ac- 
tivity or play which calls for mus- 
cular exertion or exercise, Too 
many badly educated women have 
come to think of sweat as some- 
thing vulgar instead of the whole- 
some thing it is. Sweating, if people 
only knew it, is a mighty healthful 
habit. It doesn’t “carry off" any 
great amount of “impurities”—that 
feature of sweating is of insignifi- 
cant bearing—but it does prove you 
are burning up plenty of waste and 
fuel, that your cooling system is 
in wood working order, and that, 
above all, you are absorbing a lit- 
tle ee needed oxygen from the 
air you breathe. This last point is 
the important one. The oxygen is 
utilized for destroying accumula- 
tions of waste matter which have 
to do’ with that far too fashionable 
malady called auto-intoxication; it 
also has to do with burning off ac- 
cumulations of slacker flesh, adi- 
pose, fat. 


Anyone who seeks some safe 
method of reducing weight which 
does not depend upon intelligent 
regulation of the feed and the work, 


seeks a myth. Theré are certain 
drugs which will unquestionably re- 
duce weight without any regulation 
of diet and exercise, but only a fool 
would ruin his own health by such 
abuse. There are, too, certain mor- 
bid physical conditions, of which 
excess of weight may be one fea- 
ture only, which may be overcome 
by the judicious administration of 
the appropriate remedy, perhaps a 
ductless gland hormone deficient in 
the individual’s own “ under 
the personal supervision of the pa- 
tient’s medical adviser. And no one 
with a grain of sense would ven- 
ture to trifle with any such potent, 
two-edged weapon. o reduce you 
have got to reverse the process 
whereby you acquired the handi- 
cap.

For lack of available funds, the 
spring term of the DeKalb county 
schools was recently ordered closed 
by the board of education, this be- 


usual closing. 

After a careful investigation, it 
was found that only a small part of 
the state fund and none of the local 
fund would be available before the 
last of the year, and that loans 
could not secured to pay the 
teachers. . 

Not desiring to attempt to operate 
the schools by asking the teachers 
to wait until December and January 
for their salaries,: the board re- 
luctantly gave the,order for the 
closing, with the hope that funds 
might be secured to reopen all the 
schools early in the fall. 

The term just closed opened early 
last September. The schools 
throughout the county had the large- 
est attendance inf the history of the 
county. The enrollment was about 
5,000, and 125 teacher: were em- 
ployed. eports from the various 
teachers indicafe that the schools 
are being closed in good condition. 
All pupils who had not done enough 
work to be promoted will be given 
a chance to finish the work thé 
first month of the fall term. 

The school fund for the county 
this year will be about $80,000. The 
state apportionment is $30,000 and 
the local tax $50,000. he schools 
were in operation three months of 
this year, and yet less than $3,000 
are available to pay the expenses. 
The schools closed last week.

Cc. F. von Herrmann, forecaster, 
Monday, “but if the temperature 
in Atlanta gets as low as it is ex- 
pected to Wednesday morning, there 
is great danger in store for middle 
and south Georgia fruit belts. The 
descent of the temperture to below 
freezing and the ‘heavy, killing frost 
is almost certain.” 
Raing Start Wave. 

The rains that fell during the 
morning, afternoon and night Mon- 
day, said Mr. von Herrmann, are 
the beginning of the cold snap, and 
although day broke Monday With a 
temperature of sixty degrees, the 
mercury fell perceptibly during the 
day, by dark being in the forties. 

The early advent of spring, which 
gave rapid growth to the fruit 
trees, bringing them into early 
bloom, seems now to have been un- 
fortunate, since the month of March 
seems yet determined'to assert its 
nasty -temper and ruin the good 
work of the first gentleness of 
spring, said the forecaster. The fact 
that the latter days of February 
and the first days of March were so 
warm and delightful as to bring 
fruit prematurely into bloom makes 
the coming cold spell calamitous, 

Cold From West. 

The cold is coming from the west, 
said von Herrmann, for while the 
thermometer in Atlanta was at 64 
degrees Monday morning, it was 
38 in Memphis, 26/in Oklahoma 
City, 22 in St. Louis and 4 In St. 
Paul, Minn. 


The cold snap will begin its se- 
verity -Tuesday night, said Mr. von 
Hefrmann, and will reach the low 
mark Wednesday morning. 

One of the greatest conSolations 
felt by peach men ts the fact that 
it takes weather 16 degrees colder 
temperature to destroy "the fruit as 
at hey developed than if it were 
in bud form. 


DANGER REMOTE,

REACTS ON STOGKS 


Enforced Readjustment of 
Commercial and Indus- 
trial Estimates Felt by 
Wall Street. 


New York, March 28.—The hesi- 
tant and occasionally heavy move- 
ment of prices on the stock ex- 
change today was again chiefly in- 
fluenced by incidents and develop- 
ments which accentuated the fur- 
ther enforced readjustment of com- 
mercial and industrial estimates.

These hopeful auguries were off- 
set in part by another decline in 
railway tonnage at leading trans- 
portation terminals, crop deteriora- 
tion in several of the southwestern 
states and additional wage reduc- 
tions.. , 

Trading was almost entirely pro- 
fessional and represented little else 
than the divergent opinions of that 
element. Oils, motors, steels, equip-

| ties comprised fulfy 60 per cent of 

the turn-over at extreme declines 
of 1 to nearly 6 points. 

Rails were only slightly affected 
by the reaction and Sears-Roebuck 
rallied sharply at the finish, the 
motion picture specialties also show- 
ing marked strength, especially Fa- 
mous Players.

Chicago, March 27.—Board of 
trade men are looking forward to 
the opening of transactions in July 
wheat on Monday.

COMPARATIVE. QUIET 
MARKS IRISH EASTER 


Only Minor Disorders Re- 
ported on Fifth Anniver- 
sary of Big Riots. 


Dublin» March 28.—The fifth anni- 
versary of the Easter rising passed 
today without serious incidents and, 
although outrages have not ceased 
throughout the country, there was 
a noticeable absence of murders 
and ambushes during the holidays. 
The residents of Kingstown were 
alarmed. late last night by firing 
and bomb explosions, and by reports 
of an attack on Kingstown naval 
base. 

An official communique says that 
ta 11 o’clock at night the militry 
guards at Kingstown were attacked 
from three different points simul- 
taneously. There was sharp firing 
and the attacking parties were dis- 
persed without inflicting damage. 

Two bomb attacks on military 
lorries occurred in Dublin today; 


there were no casualties except one 
civilian slightly injured. 


Dublin, March 28.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Armed men this 
morning simultaneously, raided the 
postoffices in the coast towns of 
Kingstown, Black Rock, Dalkey, 
Killiney and Forrock, suburbs of 
Dublin. The staffs were held up at 
the points of revolvers and the tel- 
ephones and other instruments were 
taken, the raiders giving receipts 
for them. 

The object of the raids presuma- 
bly were to cut off communication 
with this city. 


INCENDIARISM 
RAMPANT IN LONDON. 

London, March 28»—A campaign 
of incendiarism in various parts of 
the country is assuming such pro- 
portion that the authorities of 
Scotland yard are mobilizing a fleet 
of motor cars and lorries to rush 
men to any point where there is a 
call for their services. This plan 
is similar to one adopted here re- 
cently when many incendiary fires 
were set in London.

Farm buildings numbering twen- 
ty were burned in the Newcastle 
district, while other fires occurred 
at St. Albans and in Hertfordshire, 
Deaconsfield and Buckinghamshire. 
Near the ruins at a number of places 
empty oil cans were discovered.

Plan for Government Con- 
trol of Railroads Discuss- 
at Meeting. 


Glenn E. Plumb, author of the 
Plumb plan for government contro! 
and ownership of railroads, was the 
principal speaker at the annual 
meeting of the Southeastern Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Encineers, 
held Monday night at the Wigwam 
auditorium. : 

Other prominent officials of the 


present were S. H. Huff, A. Burgess 
and W. E. Futch, all of Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

Mr. Plumb was introduced by 
Mayor Key. Officials of the vari- 
ous public carriers of the country 
were criticized in their conduct of 
railroad affairs by both M.yor Key 
and Mr. Plumb, who declared that 
present conditions of labor in those 
industries were not in accord with 
the general principles of justice. 
Members of the organization were 
urged to unite in the support of the 
plan, and to bring thé -railroads un- 
der the control of the laboring men 
and public. 

The substance of the Plumb plan, 
as presented by Mr. Plumb, con- 
tained recommendations for. the 
passage of federal laws placing the 
railroads of the United States un- 
der the control and management 
of a commission composed of la- 
borers, capitalists and representa- 
tives of the public at large, whose 
purpose would be, he stated, to act 
as mediators.

FEDERAL HOSPITAL 
~FOR EX-SOLDIERS

is on Peachtree road, between Buck- 
head and Camp Gordon, the depart- 
ment having purchased the magnif- 
icent eston King hospital proper- 
ty sevéral months ago, and convert- 
ed into an institution for sick and 
maimed soldiers. Its equipment 
is second to none, as far as it goes, 
in the United States. 

Patients for hospital treatment 
are gradually increasing from the 
ranks of the ex-service men, the 
law being especially liberal in this 
matter. Any former soldier who is 
more than 10 per cent disabled, by 
contracted illness or by wound trou- 
bles, is not only entitled to free 
hospital treatment until he has 
reached the maximum restoration, 
but to $80 a month additional if a 
Single man, and $90 a month, plus 
$5 a month for each child, if a mar- 
ried man. 

Thousands of soldiers who were 
slightly wounded, or contracted dis- 
eases in the service, as well as the 
more seriously disabled, are now 
taking advantage of tha govern- 
ment’s humane provisions for-them, 
or are on the waiting lists, who 
did not know of the provisions at 
the time of their discharge. 

As Atlanta is the southeastern 
headquarters for a regional branch 
of the United States public health 
service, which is in itself a big in- 
stitution, employing a clerical force 
of nearly two hundred persons, so 
is it expected to make Atlanta the 
great general hospital for the same 
area, covering North and South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Ten- 
nessee,
